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This is a decision on the renewed petition filed September 14, 2004, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 
§1 .137(b) 1 , to revive the above-identified application. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to reply in a timely manner to the 
Notice of Missing Parts (first notice 2 ), mailed April 8, 2002, which set a shortened statutory 
period for reply of two (2) months. 

On July 1 1, 2002, a one-month extension of time was received, along with the required fees. 
However, a new oath or declaration was not included. As such, a Notice of Incomplete Reply -

Nonpro visional (second notice) was mailed on July 30, 2002. The second notice did not extend 
the period for response. 

No response was received, and no further extensions of time under the provisions of 37 C.F.R. 
§1.1 3 6(a) were requested. Accordingly, the above-identified application became abandoned on 
July 9, 2002. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on January 21, 2004. 

On February 24, 2004, the original petition pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(a) was received, which 
was dismissed via the mailing of a decision on March 12, 2004. 

Six months later, Petitioner filed the instant petition. 

With the instant petition, Petitioner has met the requirements to revive the above-identified 
application, pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b). Petitioner submitted both the petition fee and the 
proper statement of unintentional delay. It is noted that the required reply was submitted with 
the original petition. 

The petition is GRANTED.
